Strength And Conditioning 

with Siman Vardy 


Today I thought we'd take a 
look at same of our warm-up 
protocols. It's a very 
Important part of our 
preparation throughout the 
year, but especially now when 
we're getting Into the thick of 
the season and we're trying 
ta keep aur players in the best 
condition possibie, minimise 
nlggies and at least not 
exacerbate and mare serious 
injuries. A huge part of this Is 
warming up and caaiing dawn 
at training and game day. 


Warm-ups normaily always fallow a simple process called RAMP (Raise, Activate, 
Mobilise and PotentiateJ. We have quite a few variations we can use ta work along these 
guidelines, so we try ta use a lot of variations ta avoid staleness in the training 
environment [which easily leads ta boredom and players being disengaged]. Quite often 
a training session will start off with same sort of short game (offside touch etc] or 
simple skills (ball through hands, crisscross etc] aimed at being law intensity (SOX 
effort and gradually raising]. Something we have ta keep a close eye an with this is 
making sure we don't push the effort level too high, too quickly an this which is all too 
easy too da. 

From here we will then move an ta the activation and mobilisation stages using dynamic 
stretch's, gradually building in intensity from a slower activation focus, ta a slightly 
faster dynamic mobility focus. Finally the guys will move an to the coaches to do mare 
skilled based work for potentiation and into the full session. 

Comparatively an a game day we try and keep things pretty similar ta maintain the 
regularity and the comfort factor for the players of knowing what they are coming into 
week In and week out. Cur raise portion of the warm up here is done through a steady 
run through with the guys just getting ball through hand and coupled with dynamics and 
activatian/mabilisatian. We then split far a few minutes potentiation with specific skills 
before coming back together again far mare mobilisation. Next we finish with same final 
potentiation work with same specific skill work around the ruck and a final team sprint. 
What this allows us ta do is maximise the time we have ta hit all areas, but also work an 
key skills we need ta think about prior ta the game. 

All in ail this approach gives us a lot of different ways we can approach preparing the 
players but whichever way we da ga should put the players in a goad position ready ta 
hit training in full stride."

A short look back to happier days 5 years ago at the club and far the 
younger supporter a reflection of what were recent glory days. The 
headline far the match played an 23th June 2013 read: “Sheffield Eagles 
strengthened their grip at the tap of the Kingstane Press Cider Champi¬ 
onship an Thursday evening as they secured a 14-8 victory aver the Bull- 
dags in an error-strewn encounter in appalling conditions ” The press 
reported - " Lucky 13 wins? Na Eagles deserved it!. It may not be pretty 
but Sheffield Eagles' coach Mark Aston isn't worried as long as his team 
stay tap af the Championship. The Eagles showed themselves masters af 
difficult conditions - as in torrential rain - when they ground out a 14-B 
victory at Batley. It put six paints between the Eagles and third-placed 
Batley at the tap af the table and boasted hopes af a first ever league 
leaders 9 shield ." Those were the days! 

Pete Green became 39th member af the 100 Club an 17th February 
against Leigh, Dam Brambana became 39th an 24th May against Hali¬ 
fax, scaring Sgaals and a drop goal, and Joe Hirst the 40th member an 
28th June when he also scared a try against Doncaster.

Last week was undoubtedly one of the mast volatile in recent rugby league history. 

The fall-aut from the unveiling a f Robert Elstons as the new Super League chief executive 
went well beyond his appointment, when those present chase to state that this season 
was set to be the last of current structure. It quickly emerged that was not a decision 
the Super League clubs alone can take, and was a bald move that angered bath Leeds and 
many of those outside the tap flight, who queued up to condemn it through statements of 
their own. 

Sa where da we go from here? 

The goad news for supporters of Championship and League 1 clubs is that their represent¬ 
atives appear galvanised by what has unfolded, and appear as united and well organised 
as in memory. Those clubs have their awn advisory group, who issued a detailed release 
last weekend outlining their stance an the situation. 

The statement read: u The position af the •Advisory Group* has consistently been one 
whereby the best interests af rugby league must rank ahead af the needs of a few wealthy 
club owners. 

“And that importantly a competition structure and format, with associated funding is in 
place until the end af EOE1, and that any changes prior to SO El would require the agree¬ 
ment af the Championship and League 1 clubs, in consultation with the RFL and its broad¬ 
cast partners. 

“Otherwise no changes could be contemplated or sanctioned ta the competition or funding 
structure prior to the expiry af the existing agreements which run until the end afEOEL 
It continued: “Championship and League 1 Clubs will continue ta engage in respectful and 
appropriate discussion about the future af aur sport, in accordance with the RFL constitu¬ 
tion, which all UK clubs are bound by. 

“Decisions about the leagues competition structure, which have profound implications for 
all dubs and all divisions are whale af game issues and require dialogue and consultation, 
with If necessary votes at the games supreme chamber, the RFL Council when all RFL 
members can express their view. 

“It is not far a private company nr a newly appointed executive who has not sought the 
views af the sport to simply state what the future structure and funding arrangements of 
the sport will be. 

“Championship and League 1 clubs regret very much the current tactics and behaviour af 
same fellow RFL members which we believe is immensely damaging and undermining to 
all stakeholders, and puts at risk valuable assets and broadcast contracts bath naw and 
in the future ” 

This much is clear - the sport naw needs Strang leaders and mediators ta bring the two 
parties back together, far the better af rugby league as a whole.

[aur awn QLT] ta name just a few plied their trade at this level before making the step up 
ta Super League and withdrawing funding will only confirm aur status as a minority sport. 
Turning ta other matters I would like ta mention Kat Oawson who is departing shortly far 
Australia. Kat has been involved with the club as a physio far 10 years naw, starting with 
the scholarship, academy and reserves and working her way up ta first team physia. Kat 
was due ta depart at the end af last season after working with the Ireland but delays with 
visas and other things mean we’ve been able ta keep her with us far just a few months 
mare! On behalf af everyone at the club I would like ta wish Kat all the best in her new life 
in Wallangang and thank her far her efforts aver the past 10 years.
